Perhaps more 
would be included now, since war, 
but I still venture to say that not 
one woman in a hundred can tell 
her operating costs or percentages 
of doing “her business.” 

Now keeping a budget is simple, 
s0 simple that any child of ten can 
keep and figure a budget of his own. 
We need only a small ruled account 
book, and the will to do. No paper 
or bill or sales slip is too unimpor- 
tant to save and enter. There can 
be no dé¢finite estimates unless every 
item is accounted for. 

What per cent of your income do 
you have to spend for food? It 
should not be more than 80 r 
cent, unless your income is belodw 
$1000 yearly, in which case you will 
have to spend from 40 to 60 per 
cent for what you eat. Now to find 
what you spend, use one column of 
the account book for all food ex- 
penses, including lunches and meals 
taken away from home. You need 
not enter “tomatoes, 200, peaches, 
60c, lettuce, 10,” but simply “vege- 
tables, 90c.” This is clear, and suf- 
ficient. 

Similarly, if you spend for differ- 


ent cuts of meat, enter the one 
total, whatever it may be, under 
“meat.” Ice is counted under food, 
| because it requires ice to keep the 
'food, milk, butter, eggs, and all dry 
groceries are also in the food item. 
Try totaling up this one big item of 


have a clearer idea of what 
spend, at the end of the month. 

Do exactly the same with every 
other budget item. Enter totals on- 
ly, to save space, and time, and make 
adding easier. You should need on- 
ly about six columns in your actual 
book, according to the six main di- 
visions which we spoke of the other 
day, viz: 

Rent. 

Food. 

Clothing. 

Operating. 

Advancement. 

Saving. 

If there are several children in 
the family, the total of their ex- 
penses must be entered in the gen- 
eral family expense, as clothing. 
Under “advancement” should come 
everything spent for books, 
and sanitary articles, education, dao- 
tors and organizations 
church, and club. Every family 
should spend about 10 per cent of 
its total income and preferably up 
to 25. per cent of its income for this 
one item alone.
